That 
his method of dealing with crimi- 
ale ie decreasing is shown in the 
fact that there were Afteen lynch- 
ings in the six months just ended, 
which te Ofteen less than in the 

t eit months of 19822 and 
twenty-one less that in the first 
six months of the previous year. 

Of those lynched this two 
were whites and thirteen negroes. 
One of the latter was a woman. 
One of those put to death was 
charged with «a statuto offense. 
The other offenses c were: 
murder, two; killing officer of the 
law, two: wounding officer of the 
law, two; no charge reported, two; 
assisting man charged with statu- 
tory offense to escape, one; trying 
to pass for white, one; resisting 
posse, one; participating in depre- 
dations connected with railroad 
strike, one; cattle stealing, one;

In 
very few instances can he get} 
complete information, and if he 
can obtain a copy of the credit 
statement of the bond-issuing con- 
cern the chances are he cannot in- 
terpret it. He is, therefore, in- 
fluenced largely by what the sales- 
man or bond-house representative 
tells him. If he is buying from 
a bank or bond house of high 
standing. from which he is likely 
to get dependable information and 
advice, hig own judgment will re- 
celve less of a strain, but the risk 
is still his and he must still 5 


cise his own judgment. 

There are, however, many things 
that the bond buyer does not 
habitually consider. Too often he 
is misled by the glamor of the situ- | 
ation or overwhelmed by the mag 
nitude of the figures involved.

OF WRECK 
COME HERE 


Special Train Brings Many

Bearing the survivors of a Santa
